Mother 
gets life 

Judge rejects mistrial application

Uncontrollable sobs from 
Katrina Effert’s parents 
echoed through a packed 
courtroom yesterday, af¬ 
ter a judge ruled Effert 
will have to serve a life 
sentence for the murder 
of her newborn son. 

Court of Queen’s Bench 
Justice Joanne Veit rejected 
defence lawyer Peter Roy¬ 
al’s application for a mistri¬ 
al, and said that though 
“juries, like judges, some¬ 
times make mistakes” the 
proper avenue for a mistri¬ 
al is the Court of Appeal. 

Effert, 23, bowed her 
head, sobbed silently and 
sunk progressively lower in 
her seat as Veit reasoned 
her ruling. 

“The situation is best de¬ 
scribed as tragic. One 
young life is lost, and an¬ 
other is in ruin,” Crown 
prosecutor John Lalulca 
said in court, describing 
the baby who in 2005 was 
strangled to death with a 
pair of panties and tossed 
in a neighbour’s yard as 
“the most innocent of vic¬ 
tims.” 

A jury reached the ver¬ 


dict Saturday. It was the 
second time Effert was con¬ 
victed of murdering her 
son. A retrial from her ini¬ 
tial 2006 conviction was or¬ 
dered after the Crown 
agreed the original judge 
erred while instructing the 
jury. Royal claimed jurors 
“misunderstood” evidence, 
upon making the mistrial 
application Monday. 

“The suggestion that 12 
people can’t figure it out 
does a disservice to the jury 
system,” Lalulca said out¬ 
side court. “I think they’re 
more than able to make 
these decisions.” 

Royal declined comment, 
but said he has plans to file 
an appeal. 

Lalulca and Crown prose¬ 
cutor Rob Robbenhaar said 
Effert’s own words were 
the strongest pieces of evi¬ 
dence against her. 

“The veiy complex na¬ 
ture of her lies showed she 
did not have a disturbance 
of the mind. She was clear- 
thinking throughout,” 
Lalulca said. 

Effert is not eligible for 
parole for 10 years.

Weapon arsenal uncovered 

RCMP and border officials make largest seizure in provincial history

Thousands of restricted 
weapons that read like a 
prop list from a ninja film 
will never make it onto city 
streets, as Mounties and 
border patrol officers have 
intercepted a shipment of 
peculiar weapons big 
enough to equip a small 
army. 

In the bust made at the 
Edmonton International 
Airport last week, officers 


discovered 1,200 brass 
knuckles, 1,000 throwing 
stars, 500 blow guns with 
pinpoint darts with the po¬ 
tential for poison tips, 80 
short-grip crossbows and 
numerous four-blade hand¬ 
held weapons, which RCMP 
Cpl. Wayne Oakes de¬ 
scribed as “like something 
from a movie with villains 


from outer space.” 

“That item,” Oakes said, 
pointing at a pile of blow 
guns, “should not be point¬ 
ed at anything you don’t in¬ 
tend to kill. If that doesn’t 
speak to the lethality of 
that gun, I don’t know what 
does — that comes right 
from the manufacturer.” 

Also taken during the 


seizure were Batman, Iron- 
man and Transformer ce¬ 
ramic masks, believed to be 
counterfeit. 

A quick-thinking border 
guard doubted the legiti¬ 
macy of the cargo, which 
arrived at Canadian cus¬ 
toms on June 16. The arse¬ 
nal was uncovered under a 
layer of legitimate items, 
and is, to date, the largest 
cache of restricted weapons 
seized in provincial history. 

Though officials were 
cryptic about where the 
shipment was destined, 


they expressed relief the 
weapons will never end up 
in the wrong hands. 

“This seizure is indicative 
of the importance we get 
this stuff off the streets, so 
it doesn’t hit the communi¬ 
ties, the schools, Canada as 
a whole, and keeps it out of 
the hands of criminals,” 
said criminal inquiries divi¬ 
sion director Mike Slcappalc. 

Officers arrested a man in 
connection with the bust 
on Monday. Charges and re¬ 
lease of the suspect’s name 
are pending. 


Cops warn about a 
rise in vehicle thefts

crime Do you recall a time 
when locking your vehicle 
was theft-proof? Not any¬ 
more. 

That’s the message the 
police were selling to the 
public yesterday at a press 
conference held to sound 
an alarm to the public on 
the recent upsurge in auto 
vehicle thefts. 

“It’s no longer about lock¬ 
ing your vehicle because 
these guys, as we have seen, 
can break in very quickly,” 
Supt. David Veitch of South¬ 
east Division explained to 
Metro yesterday. 

Police have seen 634 
thefts from vehicles be¬ 
tween June 1 and 21 alone. 
This year there have been 
4,735 thefts from vehicles 
compared to 4,578 in 2008. 


While there’s a spike in 
vehicle thefts, the thefts 
from autos has declined 
markedly since 2005 and 
there’s a decrease in vehicle 
theft by about 14 per cent 
to date, compared to last 
year, said a release from the 
Edmonton Police Service. 

“The reason why there’s 
an increase is that there 
are a lot of bad dudes out 
there who are stealing 
from vehicles,” said 
Veitch. 

Veitch said vehicle 
thieves have become so¬ 
phisticated so the public 
has to catch on by remov¬ 
ing all valuables from their 
vehicles. 

Car-owners are urged to 
pick up anti-theft screws at 
a nearby divisional station 
to prevent licence plate 
thefts, which police say ac¬ 
counted for about 30 per 
cent of thefts from cars.

Social media’s capture of 
27-year-old Iranian 
woman Neda Agha 
Soltan’s graphic shooting 
death Saturday has given 
Iranians around the world 
a symbol of hope in the 
face of a violent 
crackdown on election 
protests by the current 
regime. 

It has catapulted the 
struggle of Iranian women 
and their patriotic voice to 
the foreground; something 
they’ve been setting the 
stage for over three 
decades. 

“For the last 30 years 


(Iranian) women were not 
quiet and used every occa¬ 
sion to raise their voices. 
Specifically over the last 
four years, they managed 
to mobilize resources to 
ask for equal rights and 
eliminate discrimination,” 
said Mehralc Mehrvar, re¬ 
search associate at the UBC 
Women’s and Gender Stud¬ 
ies Centre. 

Mehralc said Iranian 
women participated in the 
1979 Iranian revolution 


and have gradually made 
human rights progress — 
culminating with a one- 
million signature cam¬ 
paign to support equal 
rights legislation. 

“What we’re seeing to¬ 
day is the result of the good 
work they’ve done over the 
past 30 years,” Mehralc 
said. 

Neda’s sacrifice personi¬ 
fies the struggle of Iranian 
women and their willing¬ 
ness to stand up for them¬ 


selves and their country — 
a sentiment echoed by pro¬ 
testors at a 200-plus rally in 
downtown Calgary yester¬ 
day. 

“Since her death she has 
become a symbol of brave 
women. Neda was only 
there to show support for 
her country and after her 
death, women are showing 
their support for Neda and 
taking a stand,” protester 
Goli said. 

“Iranian women are 
showing they too, have a 
voice.” 

Goli said Iranian women 
are facing more pressures 
than their male counter¬ 
parts in their country and 
have more to gain by stand¬ 
ing up to the corruption.

est negatives numbers.

The poll conducted June 
17-18 of 1,005 Canadians 
shows that both of the ma¬ 
jor parties have a lot of 
work to do if they are en¬ 
tertaining thoughts of tak¬ 
ing Canadians to the polls 
within months. 

The results show 32 per 


cent support for the Con¬ 
servatives, up one per cent 
from the last national poll 
in May, with the Liberals 
nipping at the governing 
party’s heel with 31 per 
cent or down two per cent. 

The New Democrats fin¬ 
ished in third place with 
18 per cent support, fol¬ 
lowed by the Bloc Quebe- 
cois at 11 per cent and 
Green Party holding steady 
at seven per cent.

Courts shouldn't interfere 
over Khadr case: Lawyers 


hearing The courts should 
not interfere with political 
decisions by forcing Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
to ask for Guantanamo Bay 
detainee Omar Khadr’s re¬ 
turn, government lawyers 
argued in a hearing yester¬ 
day. 

Doreen Mueller conced¬ 
ed that she couldn’t “point 
to any risks” in seeking the 
Toronto-born captive’s re¬ 
turn, but said the court 
could not overturn the 
government’s foreign af¬ 
fairs decisions. 

Calling the case “chal¬ 
lenging,” Mueller told the 
three Federal Appeals 
judges that Canada has 
done much to ensure 
Khadr’s safety. 

“The government is very 
concerned about his treat¬ 
ment and detention in 
Guantanamo Bay,” Mueller 
said, before reading dozens 
of notes sent by the Cana¬ 
dian government to the 
U.S. administration over 
the last seven years. 

They included requests 
by the former Liberal gov¬ 
ernment to stop Khadr’s 
transfer to the U.S. base in 
Cuba in fall 2002 and let-

ters highlighting interna¬ 
tional law obligations re¬ 
quiring special protection 
for Khadr, since he was on¬ 
ly 15 when captured. 

Government lawyers did 
not mention an internal 
government email, ob¬ 
tained by Torstar, in which 
a high-ranking Canadian 
Foreign Affairs official lat¬ 
er warned her political 
bosses to “claw back” on 
public comments that rein¬ 
forced Khadr’s age. Khadr’s 
age was no longer men¬ 
tioned publicly. 

The government is ap¬ 
pealing a lower court’s rul¬ 
ing that Canada had de¬ 
nied Khadr his right to a 
fair trial and violated inter¬ 
national law protecting 
children captured in 
armed conflict.

this year. But then there was 
California. Supporters of gay 
marriage in California and 
around the country were 
nearly positive such a pro¬ 
gressive state would never 
deny a minority what they 
considered a basic civil 
right. Opponents expected 
the same. And then every¬ 



one was blindsided: Proposi¬ 
tion 8, denying gays the 
right to marry, was upheld 
last year. 

“My sense is that the sup¬ 
porters of marriage equality 


in California were a bit com¬ 
placent and that they were 
quite surprised,” said 
Lawrence Levine, a profes¬ 
sor at the University of the 
Pacific in Sacramento, Calif. 
The Courage Campaign, an 
advocacy group lobbying for 
legal gay marriage in Cali¬ 
fornia, is telling supporters 
to get ready to go for a 2010 
battle at the polls.

a young woman. “Radiocarbon 
dates indicate that these wells 
are 9,000 to 10,500 years old, 
which places them amongst 
the earliest water wells known 
in the world,” the University of 
Edinburgh Antiquities Depart¬ 
ment said in a statement 
yesterday.

Freedom lacking in our Information Act

f hat is the 
point of the 
Freedom of 
Informa¬ 
tion Act? 

Especially when it is 
used to cover up informa¬ 
tion? 

The Defence Depart¬ 
ment in Ottawa recently 
refused to reveal the annu¬ 


al cost of the war in 
Afghanistan, citing section 
15 of the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act, which advises 
against disclosing any in¬ 
formation which could... 
"... reasonably be expect¬ 
ed to be injurious to the 
conduct of international 
affairs, the defence of 
Canada or any state allied 
or associated with Canada 
or the detection, preven¬ 
tion or suppression of sub¬ 
versive or hostile activi¬ 
ties.” 

I’m not sure how any of 
that applies to the annual 
cost of the war in 
Afghanistan, especially be¬ 
cause last year the military 


complied with an identical 
request and coughed up 
the figure of $1 billion — 
the first time the annual 
tally had reached that 
lofty height. 

I can just see the Taliban 
braintrust holed up in a 
cave, tiying to exploit the 
Canadian war budget. 

“Hmm, maybe we 
should send this message 
out to all our brave war¬ 
riors: The Canadian gov¬ 
ernment is spending $1 
billion a year to defeat 
you, but they are fools be¬ 
cause Allah assures us of 
great victoiy, not to men¬ 
tion 72 virgins in para¬ 
dise.” 


Or something along 
those lines. 

Seriously, the only thing 
Section 15 is protecting is 
Stephen Harper’s ample 
booty, which is pointless 
because it is already ex¬ 
posed on a number of 
fronts. When a govern¬ 
ment elected on a promise 
of transparency trades in 
secrecy, you know it has 
exhausted its vitality — its 
moral mandate. 

It has sealed its fate by 
choosing to hide behind a 
provision that was obvi¬ 
ously designed to increase 
our security, not under¬ 
mine it. Make no mistake, 
the military’s failure to 


disclose the ongoing cost 
of the conflict undermines 
our security by increasing 
the public’s lack of trust in 
Ottawa’s capacity for ac¬ 
countability.

shell of itself. 

Freedom of information 
is the bedrock of democra¬ 
cy. 

I don’t know about you, 
but it sends shivers up my 
spine to learn that we will 
spend somewhere be¬ 
tween $18 and $28 billion 
(the figure depends on 
who is doing the figuring) 
in Afghanistan by 2011 to 
preserve a tattered rem¬ 
nant of freedom in that 
soriy state, while busily 
suppressing it back here 
on the home front.

Monsanto, Dole focusing on taste, shelf life of fresh produce 


Wireless giants protest 
federal airwave auction 


Monsanto Co. and Dole 
Fresh Vegetables Inc. are 
formalizing a partnership 
to breed broccoli, spinach 
and other vegetables that 
would be more attractive 
to consumers. 

The five-year collabo¬ 
ration, announced yes¬ 
terday, will focus on 
creating variations of 
broccoli, cauliflower, 
lettuce and spinach, 
the companies said in a 
statement. 

The focus of their ef¬ 
forts is to breed more 
colourful, tastier vegeta¬ 
bles that are less suscep¬ 
tible to bruising and have 
a longer shelf life. 

“If I buy broccoli on Sat¬ 
urday or Sunday and try 
to cook it on Wednesday, 
it’ll get wilty,” Monsanto 


spokeswoman Riddhi 
Trivedi-St. Clair said of 
one of reasons for the pro¬ 
gram. 

She also stressed that 
these new variants will 


not be genetically modi¬ 
fied like the company’s 
corn seed and soybean 
products, a much larger 
operation for Monsanto. 
Also known for its her¬

ness,

has been 
aggres- 
I sively 
growing 
its veg¬

In 2008, Monsanto ac¬ 
quired Netherlands-based 
De Ruiter Seeds, whose fo¬ 
cus is in greenhouse veg¬ 
etable growth as opposed 
to the open-field expertise 
of Seminis. 

Dole and Monsanto had 
previously been working 
together on fresh vegeta¬ 
bles, though the agree¬ 
ment announced yester¬ 
day formalized the ven¬ 
ture, said Dole spokesman 
Marty Ordman. 

Should new products be 
created under the collabo¬ 
ration, they could be sold 
by Dole in North America.

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MySpace to slash 
global workforce 

Proposed plan would reduce staff by 300 


MySpace, the social 
networking website 
owned by Rupert 
Murdoch’s News Corp., 
said yesterday it plans to 
cut about two-thirds of its 
international workforce 
and close at least four of 
its offices outside the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

The proposed restructur¬ 
ing plan would reduce My- 
Space’s international staff 
to about 150 people from 
450, the company said in a 
statement. 

The planned cuts come 
on top of MySpace’s an¬ 
nouncement last week 
that it was reducing its U.S. 
staff by about 30 per cent 
to 1,000 people, saying its 
staffing levels were “bloat¬ 
ed” and had hurt its ability 
to be efficient and nimble. 

Roughly half of My-

Space’s total user base 
comes from outside the 
United States. Rival Face- 
book’s worldwide user 
base is more than double 
that of MySpace, according 
to market researcher com- 
Score. 

“As we conducted our re¬ 
view of the company, it 
was clear that internation¬ 
ally, just as in the U.S., My¬ 
Space’s staffing had be¬ 


come too big and cumber¬ 
some to be sustainable in 
current market condi¬ 
tions,” MySpace chief exec¬ 
utive Owen Van Natta said 
in a statement. 

Under the proposed 
plan, MySpace would place 
its existing offices in Ar¬ 
gentina, Brazil, Canada, 
France, India, Italy, Mexi¬ 
co, Russia, Sweden and 
Spain under review for 
possible restructuring. 

Upon completion, Lon¬ 
don, Berlin and Sydney 
would become primary re¬ 
gional hubs for MySpace’s 
international operations. 

MySpace China, a locally 
owned, operated and man¬ 
aged company, and My¬ 
Space’s joint venture in 
Japan will not be affected 
by the proposed plan, the 
company said. reuters

But it is the only 
one to have made big finds 
in acreage opened up by 
licence tenders since the 
end of sanctions.

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Murray keeps British fans happy 


The now familiar tide of 
Murray-mania swept 
across Wimbledon 
yesterday as Andy Murray 
began his bid to end 
Britain's 73-year wait for a 
men's singles champion in 
glorious sunshine at the 
All England Club. 

The world No. 3 appeared 
to have taken a leaf out of 
former local favourite Tim 
Henman’s Wimbledon 
manual as he teased, tor¬ 
tured and finally thrilled 
the expectant crowd with a 
7-5 6-7 6-3 6-4 first round 
win over Robert Kendrick. 

Kendrick had talked up 
his chances of gatecrashing 
the British party by declar¬ 
ing: “I’d love to disappoint a 
nation.” 

Luckily for the fans the 


American, who entertained 
the crowd with his acrobat¬ 
ic antics, dived out with a 
forehand error. 

Venus Williams per¬ 
formed her duties as cham¬ 
pion with the minimum of 
fuss to stride into the sec¬ 
ond round with a 6-3 6-2 
win over Switzerland’s Ste- 
fanie Voegele. 

Williams, described by 
American great Martina 
Navratilova as having “the 
wingspan of a 747”, used 
her long limbs to great ef¬ 
fect to easily fly past 
Wimbledon debutante 
Voegele. 

Marat Safin lost his 
chance to ever win the 
men’s title when he waved 
goodbye to Wimbledon. His 
10th and final appearance 


ended in a 6-2 3-6 7-6 6-4 de¬ 
feat by obscure American 
Jesse Levine. 

His sister Dinara Safina’s 
prospects of living up to 
her world number one sta¬ 
tus did not look too promis¬ 
ing. Suffering from tendini¬ 
tis in her knee, she played 
through the pain barrier to 
beat Spain’s Lourdes 
Dominguez Lino 7-5 6-3. 

French Open champion 
Svetlana Kuznetsova over¬ 
came Japan’s Akilco Moriga- 
mi 6-3 7-6. 

Andy Roddick showed 
few ill-effects from the an¬ 
kle sprain he suffered 10 
days ago at Queen’s Club 
and blasted 21 aces en 
route to downing French¬ 
man Jeremy Chardy 6-3 7-6 
4-6 6-3.

Patience is a virtue at NHL draft table

Cups in the process? It’s 
not just the system they 
play; it’s also the hockey 
smarts of the organiza¬ 


tion’s brain trust. 

Despite the fact the Dev¬ 
ils haven’t had a top-15 
draft selection since 1996 
(where, ironically, they 
whiffed on Lance Ward 
with the No. 10 pick), the 
team has graduated several 
awesome talents lately, led 
by dynamic linemates Zach 
Parise and Travis Zajac. 

New Jersey famously 
traded up from No. 22 to 
No. 17 in 2003 to nab 
Parise, leaving the Isles and 
Rangers to explain to their 
fan bases why they took 
Robert Nilsson and Hugh 
Jessiman, respectively, be¬ 
fore the recently minted 


94-point man. 

Zajac, coming out of Jr. A 
Salmon Arm in B.C., was 
subjected to scrutiny be¬ 
cause of his peers — scouts 
wished they could have 
seen him play against ma¬ 
jor junior competition. 

Similarly, David Perron 
was knocked for his lack of 
size when he was coming 
out of Lewiston of the Que¬ 
bec League in 2007. Of 
course, that didn’t bother 
the St. Louis Blues, who 
took Perron 26th overall, 
then watched the speedy 
youngster make the team 
in his draft year. 

In hindsight, there will 


always be examples of 
draft day flubs and steals 
that we will look back on 
with incredulity. But in 
every draft class, whether 
it be a juicy crop such as 
last year’s, or the horrific 
talent drought of 1999, pa¬ 
tience is the key to a suc¬ 
cessful team. 

Though NHL teams are 
nearly unanimous in their 
claims of following the 
“best player available” phi¬ 
losophy, that assessment is 
very much in the eye of the 
beholder. Just look at the 
Parise situation: Depend¬ 
ing on your preferences, 
the hot young Devil would 


only rank behind all or 
most of a group consisting 
of Marc-Andre Fleury, Eric 
Staal, Ryan Getzlaf, Shea 
Weber, Mike Richards, 
Corey Periy and Dion Pha- 
neuf from his draft class. 
That puts Parise as the No. 
8 selection — assuming 
you don’t prefer Jeff Carter 
— instead of 17th overall. 

Which is why the draft is 
always so exciting — did a 
GM just mess up big-time, 
or does he know some¬ 
thing the rest of us don’t?

“No one wants to go to a 
grumpy dentist,” says Dr. 
Jasmin Fitch of Stouffville, 
Ont. “A lot of it is about 
making sure the patients 
are happy and comfortable. 
You have to be a people per¬ 
son.” 

Fitch, 26, has been work¬ 
ing up in Kirkland Lake, 
Ont., for the past 11 
months upon graduating 
from the University of 
Toronto’s Faculty of Den¬ 
tistry. She admits that most 
of her patients may not 
necessarily like what she 
does, but she takes the nec¬ 
essary steps to ensure they 
like her. 

“You want to make it a 
memorable, fun experience 
for them and not just about 
the work itself,” she says.

Fitch points out that as 
opposed to a medical doc¬ 
tor, she did not have to do a 
residency, will never be on 
call 24-hours a day and can 
work a consistent schedule.

ment standards and human 
rights laws, in a broad and 
inclusive manner, employ¬ 
ers should not be so uncon¬ 
cerned. Here is one case 
that illustrates this. 

Michele Schmor’s legal 
odyssey began with a sea¬ 
sonal job working in retail 
for Stonechurch Vineyards, 
a Niagara-on-the-Lalce win¬ 
ery. Soon after returning 
from a vacation, she was 
asked by a co-worker, Lisa 
Edlington, if she had sun¬ 
bathed topless. When 
Schmor said that she did, 
but only in private places, 
According to Schmor, short¬ 
ly after, Edlington suggest¬ 
ed that she climb the pole 
in front of the store and 
“slide down it like a strip¬ 
per.” 

Schmor did not express 
her concerns to Edlington 
or mention the matter to 
anyone in management. In¬ 
stead, she complained to 
several other employees, 
one of whom reported the 
incidents to the company.

Shortly after learning 
that Schmor was uncom¬ 
fortable with Edlington’s re¬ 
marks, Stonechurch 

stopped scheduling her 
shifts and was told she 
would not be called back for 
the summer. 

Schmor complained to 
the Ontario Human Rights 
Tribunal that she had been 
sexually harassed and then 
fired in reprisal. The tribu¬ 
nal found that Edlington’s 
comments were not sexual 
harassment, but ruled she 
was fired in reprisal for hav¬ 
ing complained.

It’s really a knockout, you know?’ 


Long before I saw the Stat¬ 
ue of Liberty in person I 
felt like a New Yorker. 
Woody Allen’s romantic, 
idealized movies set in the 
Big Apple planted the 
seed of love for the city. 

His latest film, Whatever 
Works, is the first of 
Allen’s films to be set in 
Manhattan in four years, 
and you get the sense he’s 
glad to be home. It’s his 
love letter to the city, 
showcasing New Yorlc- 
onlys like Chinatown’s fish 
markets and the Yonah 
Schimmel Knisheiy (137 E. 
Houston St. near 1st Ave., 
212-477-2858). 

The movie will make you 
want to jump on a NYC- 
bound plane, which is ex¬ 
actly what I did. 

There are no official 
Woody Allen tours of Man¬ 
hattan, so I created my 
own daytrip to see Allen’s 
New York. With a good 
pair of runners, a map, a 
Metrocard (1-Day Fun Pass 
for $7.50 US) and some de¬ 
termination this tour will 
take about six hours. 

The first stop serves a 
double purpose. The Dean 
& Deluca Cafe (560 Broad¬ 
way at Prince St. in S 0 H 0 , 
212-226-6800) is the per¬ 
fect place to fiiel up on cof¬ 
fee to get the day started — 
it’s also where Mia Farrow 
has lunch with the newly- 
single Judy Davis in Hus¬ 
bands and Wives. 

Now that you’re in a caf- 
feinated, New York state of 
mind, exit Soho for the 
funkier Greenwich Village.

You’ll pass the former 
home of The Bleecker 
Street Cinema (144 Bleeck¬ 
er St.) — where Allen’s 
character takes his niece to 
see movies that will im¬ 
prove her mind in Crimes 
and Misdemeanors — on 
your way to his favourite 
pizza joint, John’s Pizzeria 
(278 Bleecker St., 212-243- 
1680). John’s is where 
Allen and his much 
younger girlfriend have 
the “in six months you’ll 
be a completely different 
person” conversation in 
1979’s Manhattan. 

Moving north to mid¬ 
town: The Carnegie Deli 
(854 Seventh Ave. between 
54th and 55th streets, 212- 
757-9889) is virtually un¬ 
changed since Woody shot 
much of Broadway Danny 
Rose here in 1984. 

Take time to check out 
the autographed pictures 
of celebrities who have eat¬ 


en there, and if you have 
the appetite of three peo¬ 
ple, order The Woody Allen 
— “Lotsa corned beef plus 
lotsa pastrami; for the dedi¬ 
cated ffesser only!” says the 
menu, and it’s not kidding. 
There’s a pound of meat 
between two slices of rye. 

Walk off the sandwich at 
the location of one of 
Allen’s most iconic New 
York images. The poster 
for Manhattan showing 
Woody and Diane Keaton 
sitting in silhouette on a 
bench was shot at 
Riverview Terrace on Sut¬ 
ton Square, just beneath 
the 59th Street Bridge. 

It looks a little different 
than it did in 1979. The 
bench is gone (stolen by 
Woody fans perhaps?) and 
the landscape is a little dif¬ 
ferent but the view is still 
spectacular. 

You’ve seen the movies 
and the sights, now (if 


you’re lucky) catch a 
glimpse of the Wood-man 
at Elaine’s (1703 Second 
Ave. between E. 88th and 
E. 89th St., 212-534-8103). 
It’s the site of one of Allen’s 
most famous one-liners: In 
Manhattan, he’s at Elaine’s 
complaining about the dif¬ 
ficulties of seeing a 17-year- 
old. “I’m dating a girl who 
does homework,” he says. 

Off-screen, it’s one of his 
favourite restaurants, too. 
It was there that Mia Far¬ 
row asked Michael Caine 
to introduce her to Woody, 
thus beginning their long 
and tumultuous affair. 
Soak in that atmosphere 
for the price of an entree. 

By the tour’s end you’ll 
see why Isaac Davis, 
Woody Allen’s character in 
Manhattan, famously said, 
“This is really a great city. I 
don’t care what anybody 
says, it’s really a knockout, 
you know?”

review Michael Bay’s se¬ 
quel to his 2007 interna¬ 
tional mega-hit Transform¬ 
ers is massive, loud and un¬ 
relenting. As a film, it’s ex¬ 
hausting to watch, with 
every square inch of screen 
filled with over-saturated 
colour and a soundtrack 
clanging, scraping and 
rumbling nonstop. 

In its defense, the visual 
effects appear to be spec¬ 
tacular, but Bay can’t seem 
to let the camera rest for a 
second, making the scenes 
of giant alien robots doing 
battle confusing and hard 
to follow. Even in a simple, 
supposedly touching scene 
of dialogue between our 
hero Sam (Shia LaBeouf) 
and his girlfriend (Megan 
Fox), Bay’s camera won’t 
stop circling around them 
at a distracting pace. 

Much like the first film, 
Revenge of the Fallen suf¬ 
fers from trying to stuff in 
too much of everything —

too many Transformers (es¬ 
pecially the similar-looking 
Decepticons), too many hu¬ 
mans with too many sub¬ 
plots, too many attempts at 
humour — pushing it to an 
undeserved two-hour-plus 
running time. 

The dialogue in the film 
breaks down into three 
categories: Yelling and 
shouting, summarizing 
the plot, or broad, some¬ 
times offensive attempts at 
humour. In a story where 
the humans basically tag 
along with giant robots 
and try not to get killed, 
apparently everyone gets 


to be the comic relief. 

And the film’s humour 
— besides all the refer¬ 
ences to testicles — tends 
too often to veer off into 
the patently offensive, em¬ 
bodied more than any¬ 
where else in a pair of Au- 
tobots who shuck and jive 
their way into a gold¬ 
toothed, illiterate robot 
rendition of Amos and 
Andy. 

That anyone involved 
with the production 
thought it would be OK is 
remarkable. The perform¬ 
ances make Jar Jar Binlcs of 
Star Wars: Episode I seem

She's got the look. But 
when you see her in 
action, Rebeccah Wyse 
doesn't appear to fit the 
model mould.

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Beloved sidekick dies

Philanthropist pilot 
shows gritty promise 


Ed McMahon, a fixture on 
U.S. late-night television 
for 30 years as the full- 
throated announcer and 
sidekick for Johnny Carson 
on NBC’s The Tonight 
Show, died yesterday at 
age 86 , his spokesman 
said. 

The veteran TV personal¬ 
ity, best known for his 
nightly introduction of 
Carson in a deep, booming 
voice with the drawn-out 
line, “Heeeeeeeeere’s John¬ 
ny!” died at a Los Angeles- 
area hospital, spokesman 
Howard Bragman said. 

“He died early this morn¬ 
ing with his wife and loved 
ones by his side,” Bragman 
said. 

McMahon had been bat¬ 
tling pneumonia and other 
illnesses. Bragman de¬ 
clined to confirm or deny 
reports that the performer 
had been diagnosed with 
bone cancer. 

Outgoing, affable and 
possessing a robust, bari¬ 
tone voice, McMahon be¬ 
gan his career with stints 
as a bingo caller, carnival 
barker and boardwalk 
pitchman before becoming 
a broadcast announcer and 
TV host. 


Trained as a U.S. Marine 
fighter pilot during World 
War II, he flew missions in 
Korea in the 1950s. 

He went on to become 
one of the most celebrated 
sidekicks in TV history as 
Carson’s right-hand man 
on The Tonight Show start¬ 
ing in 1962, stopping in 
1992 when Carson retired 
as host. 

The gregarious McMa¬ 
hon, a frequent comic foil 
for the Carson during ad- 
libbed banter at the top of 
the show, was familiar 
even off camera for his 
“Hi-oooooh!” and frequent 
guffaws at Carson’s mono¬ 
logue jokes, especially 
when a punch line fell flat. 

Carson died in January 
2005 at age 79. 

McMahon’s signature in¬ 
troduction of Carson en¬ 
dured as a catch-phrase. 
Jack Nicholson’s maniacal 
character in the 1980 
movie thriller The Shining 
announced “Heeeeeeere’s 
Johnny!” as he burst 
through a door to menace 
his wife with an ax. 

McMahon was a leading 
figure on several other tel¬ 
evision shows, including 
the syndicated talent show 


Star Search, which helped 
launch the careers of a 
number of well-known 
performers, including co¬ 
median Dennis Miller. 

The long-time co-host of 
Jerry Lewis’ annual 
telethon benefiting the 
Muscular Dystrophy Asso¬ 
ciation, McMahon also be¬ 
came well-known as the 
presenter of the American 
Family Publishing sweep- 
stakes prize and as a pitch¬ 
man on numerous TV com¬ 
mercials. 

McMahon made head¬ 
lines a year ago when he 
defaulted on a $4.8 million 
mortgage on his six-bed¬ 


room Beverly Hills man¬ 
sion, although he later 
found a buyer for the 
house to avoid foreclosure. 

The television star 
blamed his financial woes 
on having broken his neck 
about 18 months earlier, 
leaving him unable to 
work. He also sued Cedars- 
Sinai Medical Center, ac¬ 
cusing the hospital of fail¬ 
ing to diagnose the neck 
fracture and botching two 
subsequent operations. 

He was later sued for not 
paying a lawyer he hired 
for his daughter in an un¬ 
related matter.

If that were true, NBC’s 
new scripted series The 
Philanthropist, premiering 
Wednesday at 10 p.m.

That initial 
effort, to bring vaccines to 
a small Nigerian village, is 
met with resistance from 
all sides. 

Philanthropist’s role in 
today’s anti-big business 
Zeitgeist already has been 
questioned; it was bought 
for NBC pre-WGA strike. 
But creators Charlie Cor¬ 
win, Tom Fontana and Jim 
Juvonen take this high- 
concept premise and lend 
it layers of thought and in¬ 
trigue.

Amid the flashbacks, 
jump cuts and focus shifts, 
a stylish and gritty story 
emerges. Star James Pure- 
foy might be yet another 
Brit rogue on Yank soil, but 
his awakening is heartfelt 
and believable. 

Harder to swallow are 
the gray areas — Rist’s 
African awakening con¬ 
jures tired tropes of white- 
man’s guilt and the “magi¬ 
cal Negro,” both of which 
go unaddressed. If the se¬ 
ries plans on being taken 
as more than just another 
action serial, it’s going to 
have to plumb his motiva¬ 
tions more deeply. 

For now, this is a well- 
made thrill ride of a start. 
Deep inside Philanthropist 
is a smart, earnest yet real¬ 
istic series waiting to be 
told, and the pilot makes 
an intriguing beginning.

Metro Recipe of the Day 
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Meatballs with 
Creole Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 large onion 

1 1/3 lb (600g) ground beef 

1 large egg 

3 tbsp (45 ml) plain flour 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) cayenne pep¬ 
per 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) hot paprika 
Salt and black pepper 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 

SAUCE: 

1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 
1 medium green pepper 

1 medium red pepper 

2 cloves garlic 
2 sticks celery 

1 can (19oz / 540ml) 
chopped tomatoes 
1 bay leaf 

1 tsp (5 ml) cayenne 
pepper 

1 tsp (5 ml) hot paprika 
1 tsp (5 ml) molasses 

METHOD: 

1. For meatballs, peel and 
chop onion. Put half into 
large bowl with beef, egg, 
flour, cayenne, paprika, 
salt and pepper. Mix thor¬ 
oughly and set aside. 

2. For Creole sauce, heat 
oil in large pot over mod¬ 
erate heat, fry remaining 
onion until softened, then 
rinse, deseed and chop 


peppers and stir into 
onion. 

3. Peel garlic and crush in¬ 
to pot. Rinse and chop cel¬ 
ery and stir into pot. Cook 
2 minutes. 

4. Add tomatoes and their 
juice, bay leaf, cayenne, 
paprika, molasses and 1/2 
cup (125 mL) of water and 
bring mixture to boil. 
Then simmer, uncovered, 

15 minutes or until sauce 
is thick but vegetables still 
retain crunch. 

5. While sauce is simmer¬ 
ing, cook meatballs: Heat 
oil slowly in very large fly¬ 
ing pan. With wet hands, 
shape meat mixture into 

16 balls, about size of golf 
balls, and put carefully in¬ 
to hot oil. Fry over high 
heat 10 minutes, until 
browned all over and just 
cooked on inside. 

6. Season Creole sauce to 
taste with salt and pepper 
and serve with meatballs.
